In response to the Notice of Allowance and Notice of Allowability, the following 
comments on the statement of reasons for allowance are provided. 

The Examiner states that the prior art teaches a polarizer having a water vapor 

transmission rate of 4. g/lOOin /24 hrs without any protective film and that it would have been 
obvious to combine this polarizer with any LCD. However, the prior art cited by the Examiner, 
U.S. Patent No. 4,416,946, discloses a light polarizing film having a fluorocarbon film as the 
substrate. The fluorocarbon substrate film, not the polarizing film, is described as having 
moisture vapor barrier properties. The actual moisture vapor transmission rate stated in U.S. 
Patent No. 4,416,946 for the fluorocarbon film is less than 0.2 g/100in 2 /24 hrs (Col. 2, line 57). 
Therefore, the prior art fails to teach a polarizer lacking a protective coating thereon and 
providing a moisture vapor transmission rate of less than about 4.6 gm/m 2 /day and an oxygen 
transmission rate of less than about 0.005 ml/m 2 /day to a liquid crystal display structure. 
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
